THE celebration of the final comple 


tion of the Washington monument on 
the 22d of February next, promises in 
be one of the most interesting events in 
the history of the nation. A telegram 
of the 19th says: 
"The workmen en- 


gaged on the Washington monument 
have succeeded in setting the keystone 
that binds the interior ribs <>f stone 
which support the marble racings of the 
pyramidal cap. This keystone weighs 
nearly five tons, and is set 534 feet above 
tbe base of the monument. The nlan of 
the engineer officers and the prepara- 
tions made were so perfect that every- 
thing worked smoothly and without the 
slightest accident. As the last of the 
four stones upon which the keystone 
was to rest was being hoisted into place, 
W. S. Rose and Thomas Sommerville, 
two well known citizens and prominent 
members of the Masonic order of Wash- 
ington, arrived at the 500 foot level. 
They mounted the ladders leading to 


the top of the double arch, and were al- 
lowed to assist in setting the crowning 
Btone of the arch, an event full of signifi- 
cance in their craft. They were much 
impressed with the fact that only a 
very slight chipping was necessary to 
make the stone fit with mathematical 
exactness the place prepared for it, the 
result from the debris being less than 
a handful of chips, which were carefully 
preserved by the privileged visitors/'

THE Chicago Tribune comments on the 


recent vote in Dakota as follows: 


The total vote of Dakota for delegate to con 


Kress is over 85,000 and the republican mr.jority 
is not far from 50,000. In 1882 the total vote 
was 47.185, showing that the voting population 
has almost doubled in two yearn. In 1882 the 
population was abont 236.COO, while the present 
vote indicates i a popn'ation of more than 400,- 
000, which is [three times that cf Delaware.twice 
that of Colorado, five times that .if Nevada, and 
larger than that of either New Hampshire or 
Vermont. As against the 85,000 votes of Dakota 
Delaware cast 29 903, Nevada 12 762, Oregon 
52,656, Rhode Island 32,771 and New Hampshire 
84,000. 


The vote which Dakota hss cast most unmis- 


takably establishes her right to be admitted as 
a state. Her population is well npto half a 
million, and yet by democratic ontrage she is 
deprived of her two senators three congressmen 
and five presidential electors. The democratic 
majority in congress has steadily refused to 
admit her because they knew her five votes 
would be given to the republican candidate?. 
As it has now evei-tuated, (ven with those votes 
Mr. Blaine would rot have been elected, so 
the ontrage of denying her constitutional right 
to be a state wiis unnecessary. It was wanton 
and grata: tons injustice. 


The pretext for this injustice cannot "be 


pleaded any lonxer. The presidential election 
is over and not a shadow of excuse longer exists 
for refusing her admission. Wivn congress 
meets, the people of Dakota should promptly 
present tbeir claim and demand tbeir right, 
and the republican members should make it an 
issue and not ctase to agitate it until the dem 
ocrats are forced to pass a bill providing for 
her admission. It is too great a state, to.) rich 
in resources, too strong in population to stacd 
outside the door any longer as a territory. She 
is a great free state, large enough to be an em- 
pire of itself, and is in a position not only to 
request bat to demand her rights. There should 
ba no farther hesitation. L?t her present her 
claim at once. Democratic malignity will not 
dare to deny it.

It is surmised that 
the opposition to Payne arose from the influence 
of large cattle raising syndicates, who occupy 
the land nnder some sort of lease from the In- 
dians, pa) ing so much a heud for grazing. Also 
that congress has granted rights of way to 
varioni railroads, and it is thjnght these in- 
terests are oppos 'd to a settlement of the lands 
under the prej eruption Jaws Since 'Payne was 
e-oelted from th • Oklahoma 1 inds he has b->en 
kept under gnaid in the Cfacr >k<=e ccnctry, and 
has roi been allowed to visit Fo t South, whers 
habeas corpus proceedings could ba inst.tnted 
for hi* release. Oa Sept. 1, J. A. Smith, his 
council, filed a document at the department of 
justice in Washington, D C., asking that. Payee 
be tried at Wichita, Kis, where it was con 


tended a United States court had been estab- 
lished, having jurisdiction over the disputed 
territory. 


HON. JOHN A. KEA, of Bismarck, de- 


livered a very eloquent and instructive 
address to a large audience, Saturday 
night, at Tappen, on the $1.25 land 
question.

Said organization also elected a perma- 
nent chairman, secretary 'and an execu- 
tive committee of five with power to take 
still further action if necessarv.

interest in the proposition to reduce the 
government land to $1.25 and brought 
out a full house to hear Kea on last 
Saturday afternoon. 
An effective or- 


ganization was made and a petition 
signed and forwarded to the house com- 
mittee on public lands. The work will 
not stop with one petition.

Bismarck District.

THE 
HOMESTEAD 


Law gives the head of a family, male or female, 
the right to enter a quarter section, 160 acres, 
of vacant land if he or she is a native born citi- 
zen of the United States, or if foreign born has 
taken out "first papers." A single man (or sin- 
gle woRianl over 21 years of age is given the 
same chance. Vtitlim si\ months from date of 
entry the party must build a house on the land 
taken and begin living in it. 
If lie In es on ami 


farms it for five years tit e is acquired bj prov- 
ing those facts and paying the land office fees 
four or eight dollars—the latter the highest 
figure. If at any time before the five years run 
out the homesteader wants to pay for his land, 
he can do so. The price per acre is §1.25 and 
$2 50. The cheaper price rules on lands forty 
miles from the Northern Pacific r. ilroad, and 
the hi'-her, 52 50, within that distance. 


An ex-soldier, who ser\ed in the rebellion 


more than ninty d.lys,gets the time he served (or 
if discharged nn account of disability or the 
clo=e of the war The whole time for which he 
enlisted) deducted from the five years. Hi* 
army service, to the extent of four years, counts 
as so much residence. The original fees at the 
land office are §14 and S18—the former for si.25 
land and the latter for §2 50 laud, 


THE PRE-EMPTION LAW 


Requires some act of improvement by the ap- 
plicant himself, and a filing costing two dollars 
as the first steps. Then actual residence, culti- 
vation of the soil and payment at Sl.25, or S2 50 
peracre, according to location. This payment 
is not reqirren before two years and nine 
mon hs. Any time, however, after six months 
residence and cultivation the payment can lie 
made and title had. 


THE TIMBER CTTLTTKE APT. 


Under this law a quarter section, ICO acres, is 
allowed the qualified man or woman, resident 
or n^n resident , who pays 814 fees and there- 
after breaks or plows five acres the first year, 
cultivates it the second year and plants to forest 
trees, cuttingsor seeds the third jear; and be- 
ginning the second jear breaks another five 
acres ami cultivates and plants the third and 
fourth ., ears 
When he gets his ten acres (; he 


lawful area) planted, he keeps tlie trees culti- 
vated and in good growing condition for four 
years more, or eight years from date of his 
entry. If at that time he can show C.T.TO 
healthy trees he will be granted t'tle upon pay- 
ing S3, land offic. lees.

Having 
made his annual report of the condition 
of affairs in Dakota, Governor Pierce 
will be bothered with no official duties 
again until it is time to make another 
annual report. In the meantime, how- 
ever, this conscientious .official means to 
keep busy, and during his sojourn in 
Chicago he will make preparations for 
the series of turkey shoots with which 
he intends to regale the citizens of Da- 
kota during the whiter months. 
The 


first of these shoots will occur at Bis- 
marck on Christmas eve, men, women 
and children being admitted to 'compe- 
tition. Succeeding shoots will be held 
at Fargo, Yankton, Blue Prairie, Pierce 
City, Stoneville, Nixon Corners, Arthur- 
ton, Hattonville, Curtis Cross Koads, 
and other important Dakota metropoli 
that have boomed _ into existence since 
Governor Pierce assumed gubernatorial 
sway.

THE BANDMASTER. 


The Musical Career of Gilmore, oi 


"National Jubilee" Fame. 


Royliood In Ireland—In the Army— 


Inauguration of IHlchael Balm 


at New Orleans—Boston's 


"Jubilee."

Patrick S. Gilmore was born on Christmas 


Day, 1830, in the County Galway, Ireland. 
During the days of his boyhood he showed an 
intense love' for music. 
Piddles, fifes and 


drums made by his own hands were his toys, 
and whatever was productive of melody oi 
harmony fell upon his ear like a charm. " At 
first his parents intended him for the priest- 
hood, but at length he was placed in a large 
mercantile house in Athlone. The head of 
the concern soon discovered that young Gil- 
more was devoting more time to music and 
musical instruments than was consistent 
with his duties as a business apprentice; but 
Lis talents were appreciated, and the boy 
was relieved from the drudgery of trade, 
with the understanding that he should teach 
the young sons of his employer "what he 
knew about music." Thus, at the' age of 15, 
the present bandmaster may be said to have 
been a music teacher in Ireland. 
Athlone 


being a large garrison town, there were gen- 
erally three or four British regiments quar- 
tered there, and young Gilmore could always 
be found among the band boys. Finally, a 
retired bandmaster and famous musician, 
named Keating, took the musical prodigy in 
hand and put him through a course of har- 
mony and instrumentation, so that in a short 
tiiiKj he could play his part upon any instru- 
ment in the Athlone amateur band, oi 
which he was a member, and for which he 
compose i several pieces. 


At the age of 19 young Gilmore packed up 


his musical instruments and sailed for Bos 
ton. In a week after his arrival he was in 
stalled as leader of a band, and successively 
led the Charleston, Suffolk, and Boston brig- 
ade bands. An offer of "a thousand a year,* 
and all he could make, indue 3d him to leave 
Boston and go to the neighboring city of 
Salem to lead the band there, which he did 
with great success for four years. Return- 
ing to Boston he organized Gilmore's band, 
which soon became famous throughout the 
country. When the war broke out he and 
his baud went to the front with the Twenty- 
fourth Massacusetts volunteers. Service in 
the cause found Uilmore at New Orleans in 
1864, where all the bands and music in the 
military department ware placed under his 
charge. 


Here it was that he organized what may 


be styled his first great Jubilee, the occasion 
being the restoration of civic power under 
the stars and stripes in that city. He pro- 
jected the plan of having a chorus of 10,000 
school children and 500 musicians, with in 
fantry and artillery accompaniments, in a 
grand national concert to aid in the inaugur- 
ation of Michael Halm, ths first governor of 
Louisiana elected under the Union adminis 
tration just before the close of the war. The 
difficulty of inducing the children of New 
Orleans, whose parents were so opposed to 
the coui-se of events, to take part in such a 
contest, requii^ 1 much tact and persever 
ence. The day appointed, the 4th of March 
1864, came, and amid salvos of artillery smf 
the grand chorus of 10,000 young voices anc 
500 instruments, Michael Hahii was installed 
governor, and the reins of power passed 
from military into civic hands. Gilinora 
says that throughout his career he never ex- 
perienced such a thrill of pleasure as on this 
occasion, when he drew out of 10,003 young 
southern threats the inspiring national song 
"And the star-spangled banner in triumph 
shall wave, 


O'er the land of the free and the home of the 
brave." 


The loyal element of New Orleans loaded 


him down with gifts after this great fete, one 
of the gifts being a silver goblet filed with 
gold, presented him at a complimentary 
dinner given him by 100 gent'e-neii previous 
to his return to Boston.

he conceived the idea of the great "National 
Peace Jubilee,'' which was held in Boston; 
and its successful accomplishment was looked 
upon as something almost miraculous, cre- 
ating not only a national intare t. but at- 
tracting the attention of the civilized world. 
EvenSlanley stitsd that the new-; of Gil- 
more's great Boston Jubilee found 
ifc> way 


to him in the depths of the Africa wilds, 
where he was searching for Livingston-. 


Three years after the first Jubilee, which 


•was entirely national in character. Gilnvirp 
yearned tor a musical gathering which should 
represent all nations. With this i lea, he 
visited the chief governments of Europe, the 
result b -ing that in 1873 Boston was again 
the center of attraction for the eyes and ears 
of all musical Christendom. Never in the 
world's history had there been such a gather- 
ing of musicians. 
The chorus numbered 


20,000 voices and the great orchestra 2,OJO 
.instruments. In addition to these, the band 
of the Grenadier guards, from London, came 
to represent the British ; the band of the 
Garde Republicaine, from Paris, the French; 
and the band of the Kaiser Franz regiment, 
from Berlin, the Germans, while Johann 
Strauss stood up for the "Blue Danube" and 
Austria. 


In 1873 Gilmore moved to New York and 


organized the now famous Twenty-second 
Regiment band, which, after playing for sev- 
eral seasons in Gihnore's garden, and mak- 
ing many concert 
tours throughout the 


country, even as far as San Francisco, went 
to Europe, and there won the reputation of 
being one of the finest military bands in the 
world. The multitudes that have assembled 
for the past six years around the music 
stand, under the burning sun at Manhattan 
beach, attest the powsr of Gihnore's music.

Clarified Butter In India. 


[Chicago Times.] 


An interesting nofe has been issued by T. 


N Mukharji, of the revenue and agricultural 
department of the government of India, on 
the manufacture of ghee or clarified butter 
in India. Mr. Mnkharji gives a lucid de- 
scription of the method adopted in preparing 
?hee in different parts of India, and shows 
how extensively the product is used by the 
inhabitants of the country. Ghee ordinarily 
sold in the bazaar is chiefly derived from 
buffalo milk, which is usually greater in 
quautity, thicker ia composition, and richer 
in butter than t-iat of the cow. One quart 
of buffalo milk 3'ields about three ounces of 
ghee, while the same quantity of cow's milk 
does not yield niore than half that amount. 
In the Punjaub and Bombay it is stated that 
the difference is not so Iri^h, the quantity of 
ghee obtained from tfow's milk being "only 
one-fourth less than that obtained from 
buffalo's milk. But'that all depends on the 
nature of the food given to tha cow, cotton- 
seed and oil-cake being considered the mo^t 
nourishing, ami producing a larger quantity 
ot butter.

It is al-o 
used by native physicians for medicinal pur- 
poses, and is said to possess cooling proper- 
ties, but it is difficult to procure pure < ow'- 
ghee, especially in large towns. Some idea 
of the importance of the manufacture mn\ 
be gathered from the fact that it is estimated 
that 2(57,000 tons of the product, valued at 
i5,000,000 pounds sterling, are consumed an- 
nually. Ghee is chiefly produce! for con- 
sumpr'on in India, but a large quantity is ex 
ported. The exports fire to Arabia, Zanzibar. 
China, and other countries in Asia, aud even 
to South America, and to England.

For 
he information of the wijiter the TBTBTJNE will 
ay that in the Srst placa one would have to 
walk many days and nights in Dakota to find 
he peet bog—and then not find it, and in the 
econd place, there is an abundance of f nel in 
he territory, especially in the Missonii slope. 
A fine quality of soft coal underlies a great 
jortion of the country and no farmer need be 
without a good supply. No, there are no peet 
bogs. Instead there are high, dry farms, with 


ighing ^rookletts and babbling streams en- 


suring about and caressing them, while the 
settlers have warm homes and plenty of coal. 
The person writing the letter asks for informa- 
tion on the fuel question and this is about all 
th«;re Is to give without going into detail. In 
some parts of southern Dakota there may be a 
lack of fuel and as the aprrespondent thinks, 
some may burn bay, bnt as soon as the railroads 
unite the northern and southern portions of the 
great domain there will be no scarcity of good 
fuel in any nook or corner. 


The Last Hanging; Expedition.

The exhibit will 
be unique and novel, showing Dakota's past and 
present; her pioneer life and present stage of 
development. 
Soils, products, curiosities and 


relics will be displayed in abundance, while 
among the moat interesting features of the 
exhibit will be the presence of noted Indians 
(not staffed). The aborigines will be repre- 
sented in the person of Gaul, the finest living 
specimen of the Sioux tribe.and the commander 
in chief of Sitting Bull's forces, whose most 
famous as well aa disastrous act was in leading 
the blood thirsty reds upon the lamented Ouster 
and his val ant band of men. Mrs. Gaul and 
the little Gauls will also be present and they 
may reat assured that they will have very few 
lonely hours. Among the Indian attractions 
and curiosities will be scalps, bows and arrows, 
pipes, tanned skins, mounted heads, etc. Then 
will corns the petrifactions of woods from the 
Bad Lands, stuffed elk, deer and antelope; a 
stuffed Indian pony and dog, the first specimen 
of the kind ever placed on exhibition, and nun 
dreds of other odd and novel features will 
attract the attentioa of visitors.

It seems that the energetic Dakota 


correspondent of the Chicago 
Inter 


Ocean, Lauren Dunlap, has been rather 
indiscreet to put it mildly in hia com- 
ments upon 1'akota politicians. It seems 
that a few days before election Mr. Dun- 
lap wrote a sea thing j letter to his paper 
from the Third district, using Capt. B. B. 
Wagner as a target The writer stated 
that Capt. Wagner was corrupt and 
guilty of grave misdemeanors in the last 
legislature, chief of which was his action 
in the capital removel bill. Capt.Wag-ner, 
under date of Nov. 19th, replies to Dun- 
lap, in a forcible manner. The following 
is a brief extract:

I can not believe that yon encourage Mr. Dun 


lap in hia attacks upon the character of men 


, who hold pab ic trust", when neither truth nor 
justice warrants such attacks, and I know that 
your correspondent has no facts to warrant his 
savage warfare upon me. 
If in all that Mr. 


Dnnlap writes from Dakota hp jumps at conclu- 
sions as qnickly as he has in his uncalled for 
and fruitless fight upon me, his correspondence 
becomes not only valueless us news, hot libel n* 
as well. This letter was written with malice 
aforethought; for Mr. Dunlap boasted, as I am 
informed, that he intended to write such a 
letter; and he timed his effort so that it would 
be impossible for any answer to be made before' 
election. Zteback, my democratic rival, knew 
just when to look for this letter, and he was 
able to flood our entire district with circular 
copies thereof a day or two before election. I 
was nominated nearly a month before Nov. 4, 
and if Mr. Danlap had been honest in hi-j desire 
to promote the general good he would have be- 
gan his attack sooner. 


That I was elected by the republicans of my 


district by a safe majority shows that .Jhe 
unprincipled attack upon me was still-born, 
and that the charges made and insinuations 
thrown out were not believed. Thus I have 
been vindicated at home. But, sir, after having 
lived an unstained life for fifty- four years » 
man can not afford to let such attacks upon hi<- 
character—made, for aught I know, by a man 
who was paid to do so—pass unnoticed. The 
greater part of my life was spent in Ogle count,, 
Illinois. This county was my home during the 
five years I served m the army, during which 
time, by the way, my opponent lived in Dakota, 
ont of the sound of the guns. The people ct 
my old county honored me with various public 
trusts. I have a few honored and respected 
relatives and hundreds of old f ^iencs there 
today, aud I cannot let them believe that siuce 
coming to Dakota I have become venal and 
corrupt. 


Yi nr correspondent aims to connect me dis 


gracefully ana corruptly with Governor Ordwaj 
and the capital commission. What if I a am !-. 
friend of Guveru T Ordway's? H« has hun- 
dreds of others that do not believe the charges 
that hava been made against him. What if I 
did vote for the capital commission bill? Does- 
it follow thit th< ae Who thus votrd are corrupt ? 
Three <jrnn i juries investigated the passage ot 
the bill and th? location of the capital, and 
wer* n.»t able, so lai as I am infrrmed, to hod 
indictments against any one. I voted for the 
removal because I believed it would be a good 
thing 
for the 
people to secure a capitol 


building to cost not leps than $100,000, and at 
least 160 acres of land, and to be located 
in some central town, all without a cost 
of one cent to the public. I did not expect 
that Bismarck would be selected, nor did 
that selection meet with my approval, and I 
do not hold myself 
responsible for the 


removal of the capital from Sjnth Dakota. 
If 


the commissioners wtra bribed, as has been 
alleged, to vote for Bismarck, they are to be 
held responsible, and not those who voted for 
the bill, unless it can be proved that the latter 
"were in the deal," and this, so far as pertain'' 
to myself, I defy Danlap or any living man to 
prove. While I regret that the capital left Soata 
Dakota, I am out of all symoatby with the cry 
raised at another time by your correspondent 
that Governor Ordway and the capital comnm- 
sion were robbing the people of Sonth Dakota. 
Bo long as the legislature met at Yankton they 
were compelled to put up with small and low 
rooms wherever they could be rented, 
ttoverc- 


or Pierce now cert fies that a fipe building with 
public offices and large legislative halls, all cost 
ing nearly $ 125,000, is ready for occupancy. As 
not one cent has been paid by the public for 
this building, it is hard to see wherein the peo- 
ple have been robbed. 
Jf this is robbery, your 


correspondent himself would doubtless erjoy 
being robbed early and often. 
Governor Ord- 


way honored me with the appointment of trustee 
of the hospital for the insane. The trustees are 
usual ly in session from three to six days in the 
month. They are allowed mileage at the rate 
of 5 cents, and for their serviqes a per diem of 
$3. The charge that I sold my vote for this 
appointment is too silly to ba noticed; but since 
So much has been made of if, I pronounce it 
maliciously false. 


But I frankly admit that I have received a 


a larger sum from the public treasury than the 
above would seem to indicate. There was 


petent to oversee the work of the contractors, 
and I waa by them appointed building superin- 
tendent at a salary of $5 per day, as provided 
by law. Mr. Danlap says that ever since the 
passage of the compassion bill I have been 
maintained at the expense of the territory.

Bnt he has no right to 
accuse me of dishonesty or corruption because 1 
helped to pass the Capital bill, and wag after- 
ward given an appointment by Governor Ord- 
way.

REPORTS. 


The TBZBITNE, &s well as all associated 


press papers in the country, received 
advance copies of the annual reports of 
the secretary of the interior and secre- 
tary of war, fqr publication. 
Large 


papers will be able to publish the reports 
in full, but the TJBTJBUNE can only give a 
synopsis. 


The secretary of the interior, James 


H. Teller, first reviews the Indian ques- 
tion and finds that all tribes are at peace 
with the whites and among themselves. 
Several new schools for the education of 
Indian children have been built in the 
country since his last report, and there is 
a very perceptibje advancement in the 
way of farming on the part of the abo- 
rigines. 
There1 are now 6,808 Indian 


children attending schools, an increase 
of 1,669 during'the past year. The de- 
partment has been somewhat embar- 
rassed, however, on account of insuffi- 
cient appropriations. The secretary rec- 
ognizes the fact that there has been a 
scarcity of annu|ibies for the Indians this 
year and says that white men would have 
raided the catt|e ranges under similar 
circumstances. 
The Sioux reservation 


and the Crow ipservation are deemed 
much larger than is necessary for the 
support of the |ndians and should be 
cut down, and 
a, portion realized from 


the sales of sucl^ land invested in a herd 
for the various tribes. 


The report of |bhe commissioner of the 


general land ofljpe shows the sales, en- 
tries and selections of public lands under 
various acts of congress embrace 26,834,- 
041 acres, and of. Indian lands 697,128 
acres, aggregating an increase over last 
year of over 8,OOQ3000 acres. Keceipts for 
disposal of public lands, $11,840,000; 
Indian lands, $9^8,000. The total num- 
ber of entries and filings made during 
the year is 286,832, aggregating 40,625,000 
acres, an increase of 50,724 over the year 
1883. 
There wpre 21,286 pre-emption 


entries during fche year, embracing an 
area of 3,208,095 acres. 
The commis- 


sioner again recommends the repeal of 
the pre-emption law, believing that the 
homestead act cpntains a sufficient pre- 
emption fealure. 


The commissioner again calls attention 


to the necessity |or some legislation to 
compel the railroad companies having 
earned the land granted to them to take 
a patent therefoi*, so that the states an.! 
territories in which Biich lands he may 
have the benefits derived from taxing the 
lands within thalr boundaries. The re- 
port < f the superintendent of census 
shows that eight volumes have already 
been published aijd that volume nine will 
be published during this month. Other 
volumes will be published as rapidly aa 
possible. The report of the secretary is 
concise and interesting. 


The secretary q£ war, Kobert T.Lin- 


coln, after giving the expenditures, ap- 
propriations and ptimates enters into a 
lengthy review of the army, showing that 
the army has en|oyed almost complete 
rest from active |ield operations during 
the year and that the Indians have been 
phenomenally qufet. The secretary does 
not concur with. Chief Signal Officer 
Hazeninhis suggestions that a return 
be made to the ol<J method of incorporat- 
ing the appropriations for the support of 
this service with those for the sup- 
port of the army.

After the jury was sworn, the work of ex- 


amining witnesses was commenced, George P. 
Flannery appearing for the prosecution, and 
John A. Stoyell, of this city, and J. W. Green, 
of Fargo, for the defense. 


The first witness culled was James C. Carter

He 
was startled and immediately set ont to no- 
tify the section hands who were working near 
by. He met Colonel and Thomas Magill going 
toward the shop—Thomas walking behind his 
father. Carter also testified that he picked up 
an empty cartridge shell, which he gave to 
Deputy Sheriff Griffin. 


Miss Emma Poole, station agent at Mencken, 


was next sworn. She presented the original 
telegram which Thomas Magill sent fcn^Mr. 
Griffin, and identified the writing as hia. The 
telegram referred to read as follows: 


"I am in trouble. I have shot and possibly 


killed Bessey the blacksmith. I want to de- 
liver myself to the authorities. 
Shall I come 


«n evening train or wijl you come down?" 


Deputy Sheriff Gnffip baing sworn was asked 


to identify the cartridge shells but said he 
could not as they bad been in Jos. Hare's pos- 
session for some time. 


Jfls Hare was then called to the stand and 


identified the shell?. He also identified the 
telegram from Thos. Magill to Mr. Griffin, upon 
which he issued the warrant for the former's 
arn st. 


E. N. Corey was also sworn nnd identified the 


telegram, complaint, commitment, papers etc. 


Mr. Griffin was then recalled and stated that 


on receipt of the telegram referred to he went to 
Menoken in company with Conn Malloy and 
Coroner Suiith. The witnesfrdescribed the shop 
and the spot where the body was found, corro- 
borating statements heretofore published. The 
gun with which the shooting was d<,ne was then 
brought into court and Mr. Griffin *aid that 
was given to him by Col. Magill, who told him 
that it was the weapon witn which his son, Thos. 
Magill, did the fatal work. 


Very little evidence was taken in the Msgill 


ease Saturday morning. Deputy Sheriff Griffin 
was placed upon the stand and answered a few 
questions as to the arrest, location of the shop, 
etc., which bad but ver^ little importance in the 
case. In the afternoon the jury were taken to 
Menoken to see the shop, its location, surround- 
ings, and the spot where Bessey fell. The jury 
returned in the evening and took their quarters 
in the Sheridan honse. 


The court room was well filled with spectato|B 


Monday to listen to and witness the trial of 
Thos. W. Magill, for the shooting of Bessey. 
The prosecution resumed the introduction of 
testimony. Drs. Hersey and Bentiey testified 
with r< ference to the postmortem examination, 
repeating their ttstimcpy in the preliminary 
examination, to the effect that Bessey was shot 
in the back of the head and the heart, the latter 
being the fatal wound. 


8. G. Smith of Menoken was put upon the 


stand and m evidence referred to remarks made 
by Magill, but the cot rt ruled that this wou d 
not be introduced in evidence. Smith said that 
after the shooting he went to the shop in com- 
pany with GJaBscock, and found the door 
closed. 


Mr. GlaRsco.-k was put upon the stand and 


reiterated the statements made by Mr. Smith. 


The interesting feature of the proceedings 


in the morning was caused by th«3 introduction 
of an exception to proceedings, by !he defen- 
dant's counsel. The exception was taken to 
the visit of the jury to Menoken and the inves- 
tigation made there in the absence of the 
defendant, and read as follows:

the record; that under and in pursuance of the 
order of the court, made in this action on the 
1.9th inst., the jury in this action were taken to 
the scene of the alleged homicide at Menoken 
under the charge of the offi era appointed by 
the court and while there did examine the 
blacksmith shop mentioned in the evidence; 
took measurements and had ce tain articles in 
the shop identified by the deputy sheriff Gnf 
fin, at d this in the ab»ence of the accused, 
Thos.W. Mdgill, who did not accompany the 
jury to the scene of the alleged homicide, nor 
was he requested BO to do; but on the contrary 
when the district attorney was asked to let the 
defendant go, he would not consent, to which 
proceeding, and the whole theietif, had in the 
absent of the pccused, Tbo°. W. Magill, the 
defendant by his counsel, at this time desires to 
except. 


The court overruled the exception, charging 


the defendant's counsel with frivolity and bad 
faith in their action. 


The prosecution rested the case at 3 o'clock 


Monday afternoon when court adjourned to 
give the defense time for preparation. 


There was more life in court Tuesday morn- 


ing, 
a lively legal tilt being indulged in 


between the couit and defendant's counsel. 
The ozone of Dakota's atmosphere feeing to 
have an enlivening effect on courts as well as 
cjur iers and the judge hopped outside the ropes 
to make a few brisk passes at the TBIBUNE for 
the publication of what appeared to be an 
incorrect statement. 
After the little "scoring,1 


however, the charges went under the wire ia 
proper style and the wheels of jurisprudence 
fij \ smoothly on. The court room was crowded 
and perhaps the greatest interest thus far dur- 
ing the trial was manifested by the audience. 
Thos. MagiII, the defendant, was placed upon 
the stand in the morning and passed through 
a Beige of questions and cross questions during 
the entire day, with the exception of about an 
hour in the evening when he was retired to give 
D-. Galloway of Fargo an opportunity to testify 
and go home on the evening train. Magill doss 
not show any very marked effects of his impris- 
onment and 
took the stand 
without any 


apparent embaraasment or discomfiture. It 
would be utterly useless and absolutely foolish 
to publish a verbatim report[of the trial, with its 
repetitions 
and 
conglomeration of 
legal 


ambiguities, and for the enlightenment of the 
general public a gist of Mr. Magill'a testimony 
is summarized and given as follows: 


The defendant Ustifaed that on the night of 


the 20th, (the day before the shooting,) he was 
in Bismarck and was in the office of Attorney 
Winchester, in c< mpany with Messrs. Neal, 
Thurston, Bigelow and Smith. In answer to 
the question of attorneys eaid he did not remem- 
ber of having visited any other place in the city 
that night after leaving Mr. Winchester's offic'. 


As will be remembered evidence has been 


adduced m the course of the trial, by the 
pros cution to show tht-t a feeling of enmity 
had existed between Bessey and Magill pre- 
vious to the day of the shooting. The defendant 
swore that he never indicated, or said that if 
Bessey did not do so and BO he would be hurt. 
Their relations in the past had been friendly 
and had no trouble before. 


On the 21st he (Magill) w<.nt, very soon after 


d inner to eee Mr. Bessey with reference to 
getting some decoy geese for a hunt. He asked 
Bessey if he had decoy geese; Bessey said yes; 
asked if he (Bessey) was going to nse them that 
afternoon; Bes«ey said no; asked if he conld 
take thejn, and was assured in the affirmative. 
Magill was standing in the blacksmith shop 
during this conversation. Was standing probably 
not as near the anvil aa the east or south wall. 
Bessey was working at his anvil. Witness did 
not know just what Bessey was doing, bat he 
was standing on north side of anvil toward the 
forge; Magill had given direction" to Carter to 
fix s'a'ls in barn; Carter was present in the 
shop durirsj the first part of tb« conversation. 
Carter did not go to the shr p with him, bnt was 
there when he arrived; to the best of his recol- 
lection Carter went out of the shop just as be 
(Magill) asked Bessey abont the decoy geese; 
To the best of his recollection there was no 
further conversation between hsm and Bessiy 
at that time, he then went to the house, ^-heie 
he remained twenty or thirty minutes, and in 
the interim changed clothes, replenishing hia 
supply ct shells and fmmumtion. [Attbispo^nt 
two cartridge phel's were produced from the 
Clerk's desk ('he shells foucd on the floor of 
the shop.) Mr. Mngiil stated that he thought 
they were the kind of shells he used J 
It was 


some time since he purchased shells, but thought 
laat were purchased at Fargo. 
He had nothing 


but the gnn and ammunition with him when he 
went to the blacksmith shop where Bessey was 
working; the doom pf the shop swung uutward; 
they are double doors, and one was partly open, 
while other was closed he went into the shop 
perhaps ten feet, in a direction straight in from 
the door, and to a point abont half way between 
i and the (south anvil; Bessey was working at 
the f urge or anvil; witness could not be more 
specific as to what Btssty was doing. 


He asked Bessey where the decoys were and 


wai told that they were up stairs on a box be- 
hind the door; be i Magill) then rested his gun 
against the wail of the blacksmith shop on a 
line south of the anvil and started for the decoy 
geese. 


Pros eating Attorney Flannery asked the wi'- 


ness why he left his gnn in the shop, and if be 
had any reason for it. 
Witness said he left gun 


to go for decoy geese 
Counsel asked him if it 


was necessary. 
He said it was not. Witness 


«iid he had^no conversation with B'ssey be 
tween the time he laid down the gnn and when 
ht. went up stairs; there was no one up stairs 
that hd saw; he did not look carefully; simply 
stepped in for the decoys and returned; there 
were five or six decoys. 


Beturnmg down atairs witness went into 


shop. Mr. Bessey was ntill in Ine northwest 
corner of the shop at work. He and Mr. Bes^ey 
entered into conversation abont the decoya 
both remarking that they were a good make. 
During the conversation. Magill was standing in 
the south side of the shop holding the decoys in 
his hands. 
When the comments on decoys 


ceased, be placed them under his left arm and 
picked up hi-gnn with his right. '!he witness 
thea showed the court how he held his gun, 
placing it under bis right arm with barrel 
resting ou the palm of his right hacd. 


Witness said tbat he conld not tell when the 


conversation branched off. The next subject of 
conversation was the best place to go for game, 
Bessey remarking that he ncderstood there 
were lota of geesa on section five and on the 
Hollembaek farm. 


Mr. Magill was then asked why he did not 


leave the shop when this conversation was 
completed, and replied: 


" I asked Mr. Bessey if I conld take the 


harness and hunting wagon. He replied that 
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he wis willing bnt that he had instructions from 
Mr. Lncaa^not to let him (Magill) have any of 
the property. I said 'Beasey what is the use of 
your telling me any sncb nonsense (is that.' 
Bessey said it made no difference, I could not 
use another d 
n thing about the place while 


he had charge. I told him that he waif a mean 
cowardly traitor, that I had repleyined the 
property, and as soon aa it was turned over to 
me he would have to leave the place. He then 
said, Th»t's the way yon are trying to down me, 
is it? I'll knock your G—d d—n brains out 
right here!' and then grabbed the hammer from 
off the anvil and started forme." 


The defendant then told of the fatal conflict 


which enauad, illustrating with the aid of the 
gnu. He said that be thought of gatting out, 
bnt considered it impossible. Besses' was not 
more than six or eight feet from him jwhen he 
raised the gun, and without placing it to his 
shoulder fired, discharging the conten|s of the 
left barrel. Witness said that just ap he was 
about to make for the door, and immediately 
after the discharge of the left barrel, (the other 
ba-rel discharged accidentally. 
A plond of 


smoke raised between him and Bessey and he 
saw him just a second, and then he was stagger- 
ing back. 


In answer to cross-questions Magill stated 


that Bessey was pumping bellows with jljeft hand 
Curing conversation, and jnst as he said "That's 
the way you are trying to down me,'? etc., he 
stepped forward, grabbed the hammer, and 
stepping around the west side of the anvil, 
rushed at him (Magill). MagiU glanced hastily 
toward the door, thought of getting out', jumped 
sideways, bumped against the wall, and when 
he shot was standing inst clear of the wall. He 
did not see 
Bessey coming 
toward him 


after the first shot. He conl 1 not say in what 
position the gnn was held when the second shot 
was fired; thought he held it in bo^h hands, 
could not say that endeavored to see Bessey 
after the second shot was fired. Did not cock 
the right hammer, and didn't know how right 
barrel was discharged. 
Took his gnn with him 


When he went back to house and after taking it 
in the house, brought it out and stood it again t 
side of house on back porch. Could not say 
that he WAS in the habit of leaving gun on back 
porch. He had not told Bessey Where he was 
going hunting, hut thought he would go either 
to section 5 or the Hollembaek farm. In answer 
to questions Magill said he was accustomed to 
the handling of gnns, and was a fair shot, riaid 
he never told Mr. Smith that if Bes>.ey did no 
let him alone he would get hurt. He remained 
in the house a very few moments, when he wen 
out the back door and met his father going In 
the direction of the shop. He also saw Jas 
Garter and the three went in the shop. Magil 
d;d not go close to the body of Bessey on hii 
return to the shop. Magill described Beaeey'; 
clothing, at the time of the shooting, an a pair 
of overalls, a woolen shirt, probably a vest— 
didn't think he had a coat on—said he wore 
black felt hat. 


At this 


missioner of Cass county, kn-sw defendant since 
fall of,'81; knew him from timo he took up his 
residence in Fargo until he came to Menoken; 
knew his reputation for peaoeableness to be 
good; docs not know his reputation at Menoken. 


Capt. O. W. Bennett, of Bismarck, knew 


defendant since he came to Fargo, in '81—Mr. 
Bennett l.ved in Fargo from '79 to may, '82; 
knows reputation of defendant at Fargo to be 
good; does n.t know bis reputation at Meno- 
ken. 


Mr. Bennett was asked if he had heard of any 


quarrels in which Magill had participated at 
Menoken, but before witness answered the op- 
posite legal currents met and the captain was 
excused. 


The court took a recess until 2 o'clock in the 


afternoon. 


APTEBKOON SESSION. 


In the afternoon authorities were cited for 


and against the admission of Col. Magill's evi- 
dence in answer to the question asked by prose- 
cution, "Have yon heard of defendant having 
•been engaged in quarr els during summer." 


The court held that the prosecution conld ask 


the question. 


Defendant's couael asked court if they would 


be allowed, in case quarrels were named, to 
prove that defendant was in the right. 


The court said "no," but held that counsel for 


prosecution could not go into personal or indi 
vidual cases. 


Counsel for defense entered* exception. 
The question was then repeated and Col. 


Magill said he had no personal knowledge of his 
son having been engaged in any quarrels. 8aid 
his opinion was not based altogether on personal 


put 


juncture, by request of defendant's 


counsel, hie further examination was postponed 
so that Dr. Galloway of Fargo, who had been 
called as an expert witness, might testify in 
time to take the evening train for home. 


Coroner Smith was recalled and testified that 


he had the heart of Bessey in his possession, it 
having been in his care since the post mortem 
examination. He said he had met Dr.Galloway 
and had shown him the heart. 


J)r. Galloway was thec sworn and was 


through a scientific examination. 


The most noticeable and pleasing feature of 


the. present term of the district court is the large 
attendance of ladies, whose 
presence adds 


much to the dignity and refinement of the 
proceedings. The room was crowded as usual, 
Wednesday morning when Thomas Magill, the 
defendant, furnished bis testimony. 


Colonel Magill was called to the stand and 


being sworn, said he did not see his son Thomas, 
the defendant, load the gnu on the morning of 
the 21st. Defendant was in the habit of keep- 
ing gnn loaded. Mr. Magill was asked if he 
knew the reputation of his sgn for peaceable 
habits and conduct; said he did and it was 
crood. 


In cross examination the colonel (father of 


defendant) testified that Bessey worked for 
him from May, 1883, to fall of that year, and 
that at time of homicide was a tenant or. the 
farm at Menoken. His son, the defendant, 
started for Bismarck on evening of the 20tb; 
did not know when he returned. Mr. Magill 
has five other children, aged respectively 5, 8, 
12, 11) and 21, and the three youngest are at 
home. On the day of the shooting and after 
the homicide had been committed Mr. Magill 
said he went to the shop in company with his 
son and Carter. He saw the decoy geese on the 
floor. The first time he went to shop be went 
around toward south side of the shop, passed 
south and west of the anvil to a point in front 
of where Bessey's body was lying. L-fe was 
not yet extinct, and when he touched Bessey's 
shoulder he (Bessey) moved a little. When 
returning toward the door, Mr. Magill said he 
rested one hand on the anvil; did not Bee any- 
thing on anvil; could not remember of making 
any observation abont the forge. The decoy 
geese were lying in a bunch on the floor abont 
four feet from the south wall. When he left 
the shop after the first visit he was absent three 
or four minntes, and on arrival at shop second 
time there were no motions in the body 
of Bes'ey. On the first vi»it the hammer 
was still in Bessey's hand. Thought that when 
betook hold and shook Bessey's shoulder ham- 
mer fell, or was separated from the hand, 
witness s»id it was a very common occurrence 
for defendant, or himself to leave the bouse tor 


a hunt with a loaded gun, unless they were going 
hunting in a wagon or boat. 


Here Mr. Flannery asked the witness if he 


knew of bis son, the defendant, having any 
trouble or row with anyone dnring the past 
summer. 


Defendant's counsel objected, and another 


legal spar ensued, in which s,.me warm remarks 
were passed between the court and defendant's 
counsel, latter holding that individual cases 
could not be brought in to prove general char 
acter of witness for peaceableness. 


By consent the question was withdrawn nn - 


til after dinner to give time for the procuring 
of authorities by counsel, and the following 
witnesses were brought in by defense to prove 
charapt'r of the defendant. 


Col, N. N. Tyner, of Fargo, postmaster, knew 


defendant since fall of 1831, and knew his re- 
pntation for peaceably habits anJ conduct to be 
good, did not,know his reputation at Menoken, 
where homicide was committed. 


Captain A. E. Woods of Fargo, chief of police 


knew defendant since '82, knew bis reputation 
for peaceable habits and conduct good. Does \ 
not know his reputation at Menoken. 


G. J. Kissner, resides in Farfo, is county corn- 


knowledge. 
Heard of one quarrel; this is onl\ 


quarrel heard of his son being in in neighbor 
hood of Menoken previous to the shooting. 


W. A. Yerxa, mayor of Fargo; lived in Fargo 


since '74; has known Thos. Magill between three 
and four years; knew his reputation for peace- 
ableness in Fargo to be good; knew nothing of 
his reputation at Menoken. 


Edw. Conklin; lived in Fargo four years; his 


occupation is in charge of the J. I. Case thresh- 
ing machine business in North Dakota; has 
known MagiU for three or four years Considered 
his reputation good;did not know his reputation 
at Menoken. 


Waldo M. Potter; resided in Fargo between 


three and four years ;has known defendant nine 
years in Clinton, lowa.and Fargo. D. T-; knows 
him to be >a man of good character. In answer 
to cross examication he said he never heard of 
previous quarrels of Thos. Magill; did not know 
his reputation at Menoken. 


George Glass, of Menoken; resided near Me- 


noken nearly three years. 
Prosecution ob- 


jected to defense introducing testimony in proof 
of character at Menoken, when defendant 
claimed residence at Fargo. Court sustained 
prosecution in objection. 


Miss Gertie Harris, 17 years of age; lives with 


parents at Menoken; knew Melyiile Bessey 
abont a year. Counsel for defense asked if 
witness had conversation with Bessey concern 
ing Magill. She said she had abont two weeks 
before shooting. She went to postiffice and he 
asked her to take a ride with him. This was 
about 4 o'clock, and they rode abont four 
miles. 


Defense asked witness what Besuey said to 


her dnring that ride, concerning Magill. 


To this question the prosecution objected, and 


after an hour's citation of authorities, the exam- 
ination of witness continned. 


Witness said that as they were going by farm 


she asked him (Bessey) if any of the Magills 
were at home. She thought it strange that he 
(Bessey) was driving !h3 gray team. Besaey 
said no one was at home excepting the women, 
and! furthermore that no oce bnt him had a 
right to drive that team then. He said the 
other day Magill hitched np team, and he 
(Bessey) went out and stopped him. The old 
man (Col. Magill) came out and told him there 
were no provisions in the house and wanted the 
team to go to town; let the oH man have team; 
Bespey «aid Tom was no man; old man little 
better; said would give Tom worst pounding he 
ever g^t; that dnring threshing a number of 
hands quit because didn't get money, and one 
word would have caused the bo)s to hang the 
old gentleman, and if Tom gave him (Besse\) 
any of bis lip he would kill him. She told him 
he might get the worst of it. He said he would 
keep at it then. 


In cross examination Miss Harris said she 


told of these threats to Mr. and Mrs. Shed 
Lambert; also spoke of it to Harry Parker two 
or three days after the shooting. She repeated 
it in full for the first time to Mr. Stoyell Tues- 
day. She never went riding with Bessey before 
or after that d* y. When he asked her to go she 
was in the read in front of the section house. 
After much questioning she did remember 
more conversation between Bessey and herself. 
Said they passed Walte}^ Bigelow and Ava 
Poole out walking and Bessey gave them a 
little march time, saying, "left, left, left a 
wife and fourteen children," etc. 
(A slight 


breeze of laughter was wafted through the 
room, the gavel came down and the witne a 
>roeeeded.) The remainder of her testimony 
was mostly repititions. 


Mrs. Thomas W. Magill was sworn. 
She is 


he wife of defendant, and aged 22 years. 
Vas at Menoken on the day of the shooting, 
was there when defendant 
prepared to go 


mnting. He put on his hunting boots, coat 
,nd hat. He took a loaded gnn with him. 
le left the house at 1:30 or a little later, to the 
best of my 
knowledge. 
When he passed 


hrongh the house witness and defendant's 
mother were in the kitchen. 
He asked his 


father to go hunting. She knew that it was 
customary with her husband to keep a loaded 
gnn in the house. From five to ten minntes 
elapsed before she next saw him; conld not 
State where he went when he left the house, 
bnt knew when he came back from the black- 
smith shop. She heard the discharge of a gnn 
in the shop. A few seconds after the discharge 
of the gnn she saw her husband coming from 
the blacksmith shr p. 
He came immediately 


from the shop; Kent through the house to the 
dining room and spoke to his father. 
Hfe took 


his gnn into the dining room and returned 
with it, setting it on the back porch. 
Colonel 


Magill went immediately to the blacksmith 
shop, her husband remaining in the house. 
Colonel MagiU was gone one or two minntes; 
he came back and spoke to defendant. 
Both 


went back to the blacksmith shop and were 
gone a minute or so. She saw James Carter 
abont this time near the blacksmith shop; saw 
Colonel 
Magill 
coming 
out 
afterward. 


Her 
husband, 
the 
defendant, went to 


telegraph office and was gone abont 
fifteen 


minutes; came'back and changed his clothing; 
he again went to the telegraph office. She next 
saw him in county jail 


In cross examination Mrs. MagiU said they 


brought some furniture |with them from Far30 
for several rooms, which she occupied at Meno- 
ken, including bedding chairs, de*k, lamps, 
pictures etc.; brought faraitnre in June; Two 
gnns have been kept in rooms at Mencken, 
loaded all of the time; knew the little gun was 
generally loaded because she examined it fre- 
quently; she did not examine the large gnn 
(the one with which the shooting was done);, 
did not positively know that gun was loaded; did 
not examine it the morning of the shooting; 
did not know how recently it had been loaded; 
did not know how he carried the gun on 
returning form the blacksmith shop, bat knew 
he had it with him; watched him closely but 
did not know how he held i'; saw Col. Magill 
take the gun from the bedroom and give it to 
Deputy Sheriff Griffin; she put the gnn in the 
bedroom but had not told Col. Magill it was 
there; he went directly to tha bedroom and got 
it for Mr. GriflBn; did not remember that Col. 
Magill was in the house between the time she put 
the gun in the bedroom and the time he took it. 


In redirect examination Mrs. Magill said most 


of her furniture was still at Fargo in the house 
omed by her husband; she was accustomed to 
firearmsand had been hunt lag with her husband; 
he penally took loaded gun with him when he 
started. 


J. H. Richards being sworn, said he was at 


Menoken on the 21st of October and came from 
Menoken with this W. Magill defendant, at his 
request. Bichards said he suggested to Magill 
that the telegram he sent to Deputy Sheriff 
Girffin offering himself up to authorities. De- 
fendant consented willingly. Here Mr. Richards 
indentified the telegram, which was in his own 
handwriting; here a dilemma was encountered 
and attorneys wanted to know how original tele 
gram sent from Menoken conld be here 'Twas 
received from Deputy Sheriff Griffin and he was 
called to the stan*. He said be receiv d it from 
John Ward, his bartender. 


Mnch interesting testimony was presented in 


the Magill trial yesterday and public interest 
in the case is f «r from abating. The following 
is the gist of the evidence: 


Coroner Smith testified that he exhibited the 


heart of Bessey to Drs. Pettit and Corson. 


Dr Pettit being sworn said that he saw the 


heart, which is in fair state of preservation. In 
his opinion a man receiving snch a wound would 
be just as liable to fall "in his track" as to 
stagger ten or fifteen feet. Man advancing, as 
it has been testified Bessey was at the time he 
was shot, would be just as liable to fall forward 
as backward. The receiving of the wound and 
the sensation or knowledge of the fact in the 
brain would be instantaneous. Could not say 
what the amount or extent of volition in the 
case of Bessey was. In his opinion, based upon 
authorities, a man's locomotion might extend 
eighteen yard". 


Mrs. Magill, mother of defendant, being ill at 


the Sheridan house, she was excused from at- 
tendance as a witness. 


Dr. Corson; assisted in post mortem exami- 


nation of the body ot Bessey. There were three 
doctors present—Hersey, Bentley and witness, 
Hersey in charge. Witness said it was not 
improbable that Bessey should have staggered 
back five or six feet from appearance of wound; 
the stream of blood which sporting from such a 
wound would be about 1% inches in diameter; 
Bessey'e ribs were widely s parated. - 


The next witness was Nicholas Spain. Lives 


at Apple Creek, seven miles from Menoken; has 
known Thus. Magill, defendant, 
sines last 


August. Has been at work on the Magill farm; 
knew Melville Bessey since the28thday of July; 
was at the shop with Bessey the 7th day of Oct.; 
had conversation with Bessey; witness inquired 
for Col. Magill; he wanted to know what I 
wanted to seethe colonel for; told him I wanted 
some money; he said I wouldn't get any; he 
said perhaps I would be in luck like he was; he. 
Bessey, s»id he'd lost 880 and two guns; said 
men at work on farm run off with them because 
he was afraid he would not get his pay; Bessey 
said crowd ought to get together and hang Col. 
Magill; I went to the barn and then went to the 
house: Tom cime on'; I spoke to him 
about money; he said to'see his father. I said 
it was too bad about Bessey los.ng his property. 
He (Tom) said 'twas too bad. Witness first 
repeated this conversation, after the shooting, 
to Mr. Jacob Fields; spoke to Stoyell; also 
mentioned something abont it to Col. Magill. 


James Brennan, being sworn, stated that be 


lived at Menoken two years; he was there on 
the 21st of October last; is familiar with black- 
smith shop on Magill farm; was working on the 
farm up to the time of shooting; knew Bessey 
about a year. Abont the 21st of October wit- 
ness had been sleeping in the room over the 
blacksmith shop. Bessey roomed with him; 
slept together night before shooting; witness 
got np first that morning—about 6 o'clock; 
Beesey got np about 6:30; Bfessey generally got 
np at halfpast six or seven o'clock in the morn- 
ing; witness awakened Bessey on morning of 
2lst. Bessey said he had a dream abont Tom 
Magill that night; said'twas a cur ions dream; 
dreamt that Tom Magill had a fight with him 
and killed him, and that he (Besaey) felt aw- 
fully curious while he was dead. Brennan went 
to breakfast abont fifteen minutes afterwards 
Witness was at blacksmith shop in the after 
noon after shootine; he looked in both windows 
and saw body of Mr. Bessey lying incomer; 
saw decoy geese on floor about three feet from 
thf south wall; saw them shortly before up 
stairs on a square box, piled on one another; 
witness examined them at the time^-abont 11:45 
o'clock; witness then went down stairs and he 
and Bessey went to dinner. In abont three- 
quarters of an hour Bessey weat back to shop. 
In forenoon of day witness helped Mr. Bessey 
to hold mule; south part of door of shop was 
closed part of time; was open long enough to 
allow male to pass through; witness was not 
present at inquest; was there after sheriff ar- 
arrived; saw geese in shop afterwards. 


In cross examination witness said: He re- 


mained around blacksmith shop all forenoon; 
was not at

in window, after shooting was done. In relat 
the dream, Bessey made no thread: witness 
thought he told Mr. Schwab abont dream, etc.;

witness quit work for Col. Magih that morning 
after breakfast and went to bis claim to work 
for himself.

Court said 
Mr. Beed bad been in court room as a witness 
twice and the court had been compelled to wait 
for him several times, and court said that after

Miss Emma Poole, operator at Menoken, 


p'aced on the stand, said the sent message, said 
original message is in her possession at her 
office in Menoken.^That settled on ephase of the 
telegram dilemna, but how many telegrams did 
"Bich" write? 


George Beed arrived and was shown plat and 


said he drew it. Testified there are three rooms; 
he saw bnt two; sa* shot marks over bench in 
northwest comer of shop; found marks on wall 
beyond partition showing that the shot passed 
through partition. Witness demonstrated how 
he made diagrams. He run wires through shot 
holes in first partition and then into holes in 
wall and by running his transit found that the 
opposite or starting point on the east wall, was 
abont three inches southwest of the door. 


The court took a recess until 2 o'clock. 


THE AFTERNOON. 


Cul. Magill was recalled. He said the custom 


of his son was to discharge the left barrel of 
gun first. Witness had been hunting with bis 
son; had occasion to notice that the lock of the 
right barrel wouldn't stand cocked ou the after 
noon of the Sunday preceding the shooting of 
Bessey. His son called his attention to that fact. 


Here the court interrupted the examination 


and began to ask the witness some questions. 


At this point Attorney Greene for the defense 


asked as a favor that as a matter of convenience 
and in recognition of a rule that not mo.e than 
one person cross examine the witness.

more witnesses to offer and rested their case, 
with the privilege of calling those witnesses tu 
prove threats.

Chester A. King, of Menoken, knew defend- 


ant for over a year. He (defendant) has been at 
Col, Magill's place dnring that time; knew 
defendant's reputation at Menoken for peace- 
able habits to be bad. 


In cross examination witness said as near as 


he conld remember, he first learned of Magill's 
bad reputation in June or July last. Mr. Bang 
had trouble with the Magill family—not with 
defendant, but with his father. The counsel 
for defense asked: 


"Yon do not like Thos. 


yon?" 


To this question the prosecution objected and 


a hot discussion ensued. 


The objection was withdrawn and witness 


answered that he did not like def. ndant. 


Taylor Wolfe, of Menoken, said he knew 


Thos. Magill; knew his reputation at Menoken 
to be had. 


In cross examination, Mr. Wolfe said he had 


been employed by Mr. King, the witness who 
just left th3 stand; first heard of bad character 
of Mr. Magill while in the employ of Mr. King. 
Went to Magill's to get cattle, that belonged to 
Mr. King, but did not get them; never saw 
defendent strike anyone; did not think he had 
courage enough; had no love for him. 


Mr. Lucas was recalled; ha* resided at Me- 


noken three years; is constable; has known 
Thos. W. Magill since August; knew Thos. W. 
MagilPs reputation at Menwken to be bad; 
knew from hearsay; heard most against de- 
fendant since the shooting of Bessey; heard 
some ugainst him before; does not know de- 
fendant very well; knew nothing against hiai 
prior to the homicide, only from hearsay. 


Mr. Schwab, of Menoken, knew defendant; 


knew reputation of defendant at Menoken for 
peaceable habits to be bad; not very intimately 
acquainted with the defendant; his opinion 
was made np mostly on hearsay; he had trouble 
with defendant, and went away from him twice; 
Thos W. Magill never struck him. The witness 
then hesitatingly Raid he had struck Magill a 
little. 
[Audible laughter again played upon 


the nerves of the court and he told the audience 
that if there was any further laughing in the 
court room the doors would be locked against 
all spectators in the morning. There was some 
more silei.ce, a few open months, the gavel 
flourished and court proceeded.] 


Mr. Bigelow, of Menoken, was the next wit- 


ness. Knows Thos. W. Magill; knows that his 
reputation at Menoken is not good. In cross 
examination he said that Menoken was mostly a 
farming community. Witness is not on inti- 
mate terms with defendant. Prior to the 21st 
of October witness had heard that Magill's 
reputation was not good; never had ill feeling 
toward defendant; witness had not said that he 
would like to hang defendant; did not state 
to John Hayes that he would like to see defend 
ant bung. 


Mr. Howard, of Menoken, knew defendant 


over a year; knows defendant's reputation to be 
bad. On cross examination Mr. Howard jaid he 
had beeo at work for Mr. Magill, and defend- 
ant's reputation among farm hands was bad; 
witness had difficulty with defendant; defend- 
ant reproved witness because he (witness) swore 
at defendant's little brother. Witness offered 
to fight Magill, bnt he (Magili) wtnld cot fight; 
did not have sand enough. "Yon haven't a very 
good feeling toward Mr. Thos. Magill, have 
you?" asked the court. "Yon bet I haven't," 
was the reply. 


S. G. Smith, of Menoken. Has known de- 


fendant for over a year; among the farm hands 
who worked on the firm his reputation was bad; 
witness had heard none of the neighbors speak 
ill of him. 


J. K. Wetherby, of Bismarck, was at Meno- 


ken in the. forenoon of the day of the shoot- 
ing; saw Thomas Magill, he had on a hunting 
cap, hunting boots and canvass coat. 


Mr. Smith was recalled and said he saw 


Thomas W. Magill in the forenoon of the 2lst, 
he had on a hunting cap and gray coat with 
stripes; witness lived .t the farm soma time; 
has been hunting with defendant; the custom, 
when Mr. Smith lived at the house, "was to have 
no loaded gnns about the bonse, and it was 
the custom of defendant to start hunting with 
an empty gnn. Witness desired to < tate that 
he was in the employ of Colonel Magill and it 
was the rule laid down by Colonel Magill that 
gnns should not be loaded abont the place. 
Defendant's wife was not living at Menoken 
When Mr. Smith lived at the house. 


W. H. Winchester, of Bismarck, knew de- 


with him on the 13th of October. 
Defendant 


did not have his gnn loaded when he started 
that morning; he louoedlthe gnn when lie got 
ontof the wagon on the hunting ground; saw 
defendant on the night before the shooting at 
his (Winchester's) office; defendant left the 
office abont 12 o'clock; did not know when de- 
fendant arrived; defendant Said he would have 
been in earlier if he conld have got a convey- 
ance from Mr. Bessey or Mr. Lucas; referred to- 
a team which was in Mr. 
Bessey's charge. 


Winchester was attorney for plaintiff. 
Defend- 


ant objected to the property being put m 
Bessey's charge; ono reason was that Bessey 
was not as accomodating as he ought to be; 
he stated that at one time he had hitched np 
the gray team and was abont to use it whea 
Bessey prevented him. This statement was 
made in the office of witness on, the 8ih of 
September.

Bessey had refused to allow him to use the 
harnesp.

Mr. Lucas was recalled. He said he made a

aa an alien, a minor, a criminal, or a lunatic; 
yet depriving the inhabitants of a te ritory of 
the only evidence of national citizenship known 
in the civilizad world, ia equivalent to beirg 
elapsed, by law and custom, as too deficient in 
morals and •. intelligence to be entrusted with a 
ballot and other privileges enjoyed by a citizen 
of a state. 


To get the much desired information—the 


whj a and the wherefores —this state of affairs 
bordering on barbarism,exists in Dakota, I have 
taken this method of advertising "Information 
Wanted," thinking that the editor of the Tai- 
BDNE or some other "minor," "criminal" or 
"lunatic' (GO classed by law),of your unfortun- 
ate territory would enlighten my dark under- 
standing on this important subject. 


President Arthur is considered by the Ameri-. 


can people to b? a man uf superior intelligence 
and statesmanship and eminently qualified to 
preside over the affairs of this republic; yet, if 
perchance, after vacating the presidential chair,

Political equality is a 
boon guaranteed by the federal constitution to 
every natiye and naturalized cit;zen, whether 
he resides in a state or territory, and to make 
him a disfranchised alien, a criminal, or a fool, 
because he chu3ces the latter for a residence, is 
a gross violation of a citizen's rights and of 
justice and common ^ense. Every foot of terri 
tory is just as sacred and deserving of the same 
political and social rights^gnaranteed to a state, 
and to favor the people of one with more ftvors 
t jan the other, bestows a partiality that a nation 
of heathen Chinese would blush at the thought 
of doing such an act of injustice. 


A constitution or code of laws that deprives 


Dakota of c isting a vote for a president and 
vice president, or a delegate to the national 
house of representatives on (quality with the 
members from the states, ought to be abolished 
iustanter,and other laws more in harmony wich 
a 'iberal aud progressive age substituted. 


While Ihe people of a territory do not claim 


the privilege of electing representatives to a 
United States senate until duly organized as a 
state government, but on the question of choos 
ing a president, and a representative to the 
house branch cf congress on equality with a 
member from a state, is a just and deserving 
c'airo, claimed on the ground that the citizens 
of a territory are j oat as intelligent, loyal and 
equally interested in the selection of the federal 
rulers as. the citizens of a state. Furthermore, 
such a status is the only way to remove the 
stigma of a disfranchised territory of being 
classed, politically, with minors, persons con 
victed of an infamous crime, paupers, and those 
considered non compos mentis!

The President's Message. 


TO THE CONORE-S OF THE USITED STATES: 


Since the close of jour last session the American 
people in exercise of their highest fight of 
suffrage, have chosdn their chief megistrate for 
the four year- ensuing. When it is remembered 
that at no period in the country's history has 
the long political, contest which customarily 
precedes the da}- of the national election been 
waged with Beater fervor and intensity, it is 
a subject of congratulation that after the con. 
troversy at the polls was over, and while the 
slight preponderance by which the issue had 
been determined was as yet unascertained, bnl 
the people everywhere patiently and quietly 
awaited the result. Nothing could more strik- 
ingly illustrate the temper of the American 
citizen, his love of order and his lojalty to 
law. Nothing could more clearly demonstrate the 
strength and wisdom of our political institu- 
tions. Eight years have passed since a contro- 
versy concerning the remit of a national election 
sharp'y c-lied the attention of congress to the 
necessity of providing more precise and definite 
regulations for c mating the electoral vete. It 
is of the greatest importance that this question 
be solved before 
cor flicting claims to the 


presidencj shall again distract the country and 
I am persuaded that by the p°ople at large any 
of tie measures of relief thus far proposed 
would be preferred to continued inaction. 


FOKEION RELATIONS 


Our relations with all foreign powers continue 


to be amioible. With Belgium a treaty has 
been signed whcrebj the scipe of present 
treaties has been so enlarged as to secure to 
cit.z^ns of either country within the jurisdic- 
tion of the other equal rights and privileges in 
the acquisition and alienation of property. A 
trade mark treaty has also been concluded. The 
war between Chiii and Peru is at an end, and 
for the arbitration of the claims of American 
citizens, who, daring its continuance, suffered 
through the acts of the Chilian authorities, a 
convention will soon be negotiated. The "tare 
of hostilities between France and Chica con- 
tinues to be an embarrassing feature of our 
eastern relations. The Chinese government has 
promptly adjusted and paid the claims of 
American citizens whose property was destroyed 
in the rtcent riots at Canton, and I renew the 
recommendation of my last annual message, 
that the Canton indemnity fund be returned to 
China. The trns interpretation of th recent 
treaty with that country permitting restrictiorj 
of Chinese immigration is likely to be again a 
subject of your deliberation, and it may be 
seriously questioned whether the statute passed 
at the last session does not violate the 'reaty 
rights of certain Chinese who left this country 
with return certificates valid under the old law 
and who now seem to be debarred from landing 
from the lack of certificates required by the 
new 


tun cosraruRCE. 


The rec nt ..urchaqes by the Unitei States of 


a large trading fleet, heretofore under the Chi- 
nese fl >g, has considerably enhanced our com- 
mercial importance in the east and in view of 
the large number of vessels built or purchased 
by Amenc»n citizens in other countries and 
exclusively employed in 
legitimate 
traffic 


between foreign ports, under the recognized 
protection of our Rig, it might be well to pro- 
vide a uniform rdte for their registration and 
documentation s > that the bona fade property 
rights of our citiz°ns therein shall be duly 
evidenced pnd property guarded 
Pursuant to 


the advice of the senate at the last session we 
recognized tue fl >g of the international associa- 
tion of the C jngo as that <>f a friendly govern- 
ment r.y nding in so doing any prejudgment of 
a conflict in territorial claims in that region 
and subsequently, in execution of the expressed 
wish of congress, apyomted a commercial agent 
for the Congo bnsm 
The importance of the 


rich productive trade of the Congo va'ley has 
led to a general conviction that it should be 
opened to all nations upon rqaal terms and an 
international conttranee for the consideration 
of this subject was called by the emperor of 
Germany and is now in sea-ion at Berhu. Dele- 
gates are in attendance on behalf of the Dnited 
States and of the results of the conference yon 
will be duly advised. Ihe government of Corea 
has generously aided th e efforts of the United 
States mimste- to secure su tible premises for 
the u^e of the legation, and as the conditions 
of diplomatic intercourse with eastern nations 
demand that the legati in premises be owned by 
the represented p >wer I advis0 that an appro- 
priation be made for the acquisition of this 
property bj th • government The U.nted States 
alreadv p .ssf =nes valuable premises at Tangiers 
as a gift from the sultan of Mirocco and as is 
stated hereafter 
they h-»ve lately received 


a simi'ar Lift from the Siamese 8ovjrcm"ntand 
the government of J >pan s ands ready tj pre- 
sent to us extensive grounds at Tokio whereon 
to er^el a s utible building for the legation, 
court house and jail, and similar privileges can 
probab'y be secured m China and Persia 
The 


owning of such premiss would not only effect 
a large saving of ths present rentals but would 
permit of the due assertion of extra territorial 
rights in the=e countries and would the better 
serve to maintain the dignity of the United 
States. 


RELATI >SS WITH EGYPT. 


The failu-s of congress tu make appropria- 


tion for our representation at the court of the 
Knediva hd« orovcd a *erions embarrao?ment in 
OIT intercourse with Egypt, and in view of the 
neces=sarj intimicj of diplomat.c le'ationship 
due to th° p-irti'-ipitiun ( f this g« vcrnment as 
one of the tr°<ity powers on all matters of ad- 
mirntrstion there aff ctm » the r ghts of lor 
eigners, I advise the r-storation of the agency 
and consul general at Cairo on its former basis 
as I do not conceive it to be the w-sh of congress 
that the Unitsd States should withdraw alto- 
gether from the honorable position they hava 


hitherto held with respect to the Khedive, or 
that citizens of this republic residing or so- 
journing in Egypt should hereafter be without 
the aid and protection of a competent repre 
sentative. With France the traditional cordia 
rela lonship continues. The Bartholdi statue 
of Liberty Enlightening the World, the gen- 
erous gift of the people of France, is expectec 
to reach New Xork in May next, and I suggest 
that congressional action be taken in relation 
to the spirit whi-h has prompted this gift anc 
in aid of the timely completion Of the pedestal 
on which it is to be placed Our relations with 
Germany, a country which contributes to 
onra some of the best elemants of cit- 
iz--nship, continue 
to 
be 
cordial. 
The 


United 
States 
have 
extradition 
treaties 


with several of the German states but, by reason 
of the confederation of these states under the 
imperial rule, the application of such treaties is 
not as uniform and comprehensive as the inter- 
ests of the two countries require, I propose 
therefore to open negotiations for a convention 
of extradition, to embrace all the territory of 
the empire. It affords me pleasure te say that 
our intercourse with Great Brition continues to 
be of a most friendly character. The govern- 
ment of Hawaii has indicated its willingness to 
continue for seven years the provisions of the 
existing reciprocity treaty and such contenance 
in view of the relations of that country to the 
American system of states, should in my Jung 
ment be favored

This will cover a 
field of special importance in which our country 
holds foremost rank, but the executive is at 
present powerless to organize a proper repre' 
sentation of our vast national interests IB this 
direption. I have in several previous messages 
referred to this subject and it seems to me that 
a statute giving to the executive general discre- 
tionary authority to accept such invitations and 
to appoint honorary commissioners without sal- 
ary, and placing at the disposal of the secretary 
of state a small fund fur defraying their reaoon- 
able expenses would bs of great public utility. 


DIPLOMATIC BELVTIONS. 


The legislation of the Jast session effected in 


the diplomatic and consular service contain 
changes and reductions which have been pro 
dnotive of embarrassment. The population and 
commercial activity of our country are steadily 
on the

and 
are 
giving 
rise 


to j new, 
varying 
and 
often 
delicate 


relationships with otber countries. 
Our for- 


eign establishment now embraces nearly double 
the area of operations that it did twenty yesrs 
ago and the confinement of such a service 
within the limits of expenditure then estab- 
lished is not, it Eeems to me, in accordance with 
true economy, and a community of 60,000,000 
of people should be adequately rep.esented in 
its intercourse with foreign nations. A pro- 
ject for the reorganization of the consular 
service and forecasting the scheme of extra 
territorial jurisdiction is now before you;-f 
the limits of a short session will not allow its 
full consideration, I trust you mill not fnlto 
make suitable prov.sio s for tbe needs of the 
service. It has been Customary to defire in the 
appropriation acts the ranks of each diplo 
matic office to which a salary is attached; 
suggest that this course be abandoned and that 
it be left to the president with tb° advice and 
consent of the senate, to fix from time to time 
the diplomatic grade ot tbe representatives of 
his gov rnment abroud, as 11 ay 
seem ad- 


visable; provisions being definitely made, how- 
ever, as now, for the amount of salary at 
tached to the respective stations. 


IHE TEEWUET DEPARTMENT. 


The condition of our finances and the opera- 


tions of the various branches of the public 
service which are connected with the treasury 
department are very fully discussed in the 
repoit of the secretary. It appears that the 
ordinary revenue for the fiscal year tnded Jnne 
30,1884, were from customs $19500748976; 
from internal receoae 8121,586,972.51: from all 
other sources 331,866307.65: total ordinary 
revenues $348519,869.92. I concur with the 
secretary of the treasury in recommending the 
immediate suspension of the coinage of silver 
dollars and of the issuance of silver certificates, 
and this is a matter to which in former com- 
munications I have more than once invoked the 
attention of the national legislature. It appears 
that annually, for the past six years, there have 
been coined, in compliance with the require 
meats of the act of February 28, 1878, more 
than twenty-seven million silver dollars and 
the number outstanding is reported by the sec- 
retary to be nearly one hundred and eighty-five 
millions, whereof but little more than forty 
millions, or less than 22 per cent, are in actual 
circulation. 
The roers existence of this fact 


seems to me to furnish of itsp'f a cogent argu- 
ment tori he repeal of the statute which has 
made such a fact possible, but there a e other 
and graver c n-uderations that tend in the 
same direction. The secretary avows his convic- 
tion that unless the coinage and the issuance 
of silver certificates be suspended, si.ver is 
likely, at no distant day, to become onr sole 
metallic standard. 
The commercial distur- 


bance and tee impairment of national credit 
that would be thus occassioned can scarcely be 
over estimated. I hope that the secretary's 
suggestion, respecting the withdrawal from 
circulation of the $1 and 32 notes will re- 
ceive your approval, as it is likely that a con- 
siderable portion of the silver now iuenm- 
bencg tbe vaults in the treasury I might thus 
find lite way into the currency. 
While trade 


dollars have ceased, for the present at least, 
to b * an element of active disturbance in our 
currency sjatem, some provinjn| should be 
made for their surrender to the government. 
In view '>f the circumstances cutler which they 
were CJined and of the fact that they have 
nevet had a legal quality, 
there should be 


offertd for tbem only a slight advance of their 
bullion value 
The sscretary, in the course of 


bis report, considers the propriety of beauti- 
fying ths designs of 
our subsidiary silver 


coins and so increasing their weight that they 
may bear a due ratio of value of the standard 
dollar, and his conclusions in this regard are 
cordially approved. In my annual message of 
1882,1 recommended the abolition of all excise 
taxes except those relating to distilled spirits 
This recommendation is now renewed. In case 
these taxes shall le abolished the revenues 
that 
will 
still 
remain 
to 
the 


government, 
in 
my 
opinion, 
will 


not only suffice to meet its reasonable expendi- 
tures, but will afford a surplus large enough to 
permit such tariff reduction as may seem to be 
advisable when the results of recent revenue 
laws and commercial treaties shall have shown 
in what quarters these reductions ear; be most 
judiciously effected. Oae of the gravest of the 
problems which appeal 
to the wisdom of 


congress for solution is the ascertainment of the 
most effective means of increasing onr foreign 
trade and thus relieving the depression u; i r 
which our industries are now languishing. 


THE ESTEBIOE DEPARTMENT. 


Of the varied governmental concerns in charge 


of the interior department the reports of ita 
secretary present an 
interesting pummary. 


Among the topics, deserving of particular atten- 
tion, I refer you to h-s observations respecting 
our Indian affairs, the pre-emption and timber 
culture acts, the failure of railroad companies 
to take title to lands granted by the govern- 
ment, and the operations of the pension office 
the patent office, tbe census bureau and the 
bureau of education. 


Allnsi >n has been made already to the cir- 


cumstance that both as between different Indian 
tribes, and as between Indians and the whites, 
tha past year has been one of unbroken peace. 
In this circumstance the president is glad 
to 
find 
justification for 
tbe 
policy of 


the govemm°nt in dealing with the Indian 
question and confirmation of the views which 
were fully expressed in bis first communication 
to the Forty seventh congress. The secretary 
nr^cs a new enactment of state for the punish- 
ment of crimes committed on Indian reserva 
tions and recommends the passage of the bill, 
now pending in the house of representatives, for 
the purchase of a tract of 18,000 square miles 
from tbe Sioux reservation. Both these measures 
are worthy of approval. I concur with him also 
in advising tbe repeal of the pre-emption-law, 
the enactment of statutes resolving the present 
legal complications tending the lapses of grants 
to railroads and the funding of the debt of the 
several Pacific railroads under such guaranty as 
shall insure its ultimate payment. The report 
of the Utah commission will be read with in- 
terest; it discloses thp results of recent legislation 
looking to the prevention and Dnnishment of 
polygamy in that territory. I still believe if 
that abominable practice cannot be suppressed 
by law it can only be by the most radical legis- 
lation consistent with restraints of the constitu- 
tion. 


GENERAL GRANT. 


I recommend that in recognition of the emi- 


nent services of U. 8. Grant, late general of Ihe 
armies

Certain of the measures tnat seem to me 


necessary and expedient, I have now. in obedi- 
ence to tie constitution, recommended for your 
adoptioc; as respects oihers of no less import- 
ance, I shall content myself with renewing tbe 
recommendations already made to congress 
without restating the grounds upon which such 
recommendations were baaed. The preservation 
of forests on the public domain, the gran ting cf 
government aid for 
popular education, the 


amendment of the federal constitution so as to 
make effective the disapproval by the president 
of particular items in appropriation bills, the 
enactment of statutes in regard to the filling of 
vacancies in 
tbe 
presidential 
office and 


the determining of vexed questions respecting 
presidential inability, are measures which maj 
receive yonr serious consideration. 
As the 


time draws nigh wnen I am about to retire 
from public service, I cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing to the members of the national legis- 
lature, with whom I have been brought into 
per-onal and official latercotrss, my sincere 
appreciation of their unfailing courtesies and 
harmonious cooperation with the executive in 
so many measures calculated to prcmote tbe 
best interests of tbe nation; and to my fel- 
iow citizens generally, I acknowledge a deep 
sense of obligation for the support which they 
have accorded me in the administration of the 
executive department of the government.

Thousands are said to h-ve died 


within the last two weeks. 


'What in the opinion of natives, is the cause 


of this fatal calamaty ?" 


" It is very evident that the chief agent of 


death is starvation. The people in these dis- 
ricts are almost without communication with 
he out side world. An occassional drummer 


like myself, strays among them once a year and 
a few of the moat prosperous visit some large 
cities ones in a lifetime. 
A good season bring

manufactured into clothing; but when crop 
fail the order of things is reversed. I am 
speaking now of tne backwoods neighborhoods 
where the plague has raged with the greates 
fatality. I learned while in Martin county tha 
the crop yield tor two successive seasons hit 
been a failure. The natives were wit1 out monej 
and means to purchase bread. The shutting 
off of the water supply has brought to the sur- 
face a poisonous liquid, ani famished for water 
the people drank it and the consequence was 
death. The first symptoms are violent gripings 
and after this raging headache. Hot fever en- 
sues and the patient usually lirgers two days 
suffering mental agony, before death. I nrder 
stand several physicians have been commis 
sioned by states to make careful analyses of the 
water and describe the poisonous ingredients 
Belief has recently been dispatched to Martin 
from neighboring counties. Before I left there 
was a light rainfall with prospects of contiu<ied 
falling weather. The opinion prevails that the 
plague has passed through its most dangerous 
stages and is now on the wane. During the las' 
two days of my Btay I heard of very few 
deaths."
